Neuertheleſſe, Galen in his booke of Naturall vertues 
faich, Thatthe miſeraicall veins andthe guts,by vertue of 
the Liner, hath a certaine power to wa bloud, When 
that wiichis thus prepared commethto the inwardpart 
ofthe Liuer,there is made by a boiling digeſtion a gene- 
ration of humors,vhich Galen {etteth forch by theſe exi- 
ples in his 4.booke De Iunamentis membrori. As there is 
in new wine({ayth hee)froth, dregs, wateric matter;and 
wine :euenſo itis of humours; asfrorhie, curdic,\alfe 
ſodden in the power of thebloud. There is legme,which 
conraines grofledregs,which is melancholic:then there 
is pure bloud. 

The waterie matter that is inthe vrine, is thought to 
be of a long ſeparation of other humours ; chectelic of 
the ſubtile humours, and the part of choler, which is 
drawne from the veſſell of the gall, which licth right 

the ſubſtance of the Liuer ; and the ſuperſluicic of 
melancholie, which is ſhut vp in the ſplenc in the left 
fide.

When anie of good gouernement doth ve himlelfe 
as hec ought, then his vrine doth appeare digeſted.

others in three degrees,as oile ot Samſuchin,others in four 
degrees(or notmuch leſſe) as oyle of Enphorbium: ſoarc 
there diuerſe degrees betweene the cooling, _—_ 

& drying oyles.They difter alfo in ſecondqualities whic 
depend vpon the firſt, for ſome rarefie, make ſubtle, and 
Icy "ans thicken,and make hard,{ome ſoften,others 
rden,ſome that puffe vp,others thataſſuage,ſome draw 
and difloluc,othersſupprefle, repulſe, & withhold, ſome 
draw back,others put forth, all which is done either more 
orleſſe in great diverfitie. Now let vs come vnto their 
third faculries, waich are called their workings (as Galen Lib5.ofSimp, 
fayth)ſome oiles are avodins and 4copies,(that is tofay,mi- ®P*** 
tizating the doſors) others aſtoniſhing, and the reſt cau- 
ſing dolors,ſome ſuppreſle,others hinder the ſuppreſſing, 
ſome proucke (weats and influtions, others cauſe ſlee- 
ping, and ſome the contrary: all which dependeth __

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£ neſtrons of Ogles, 
theirfirſtqualities, .as thoſe that are exerciſed inCa/cns 
workes touchivg the vertues of Simples, can well per- 
cciue. For oyles thatare cold & aſ{tringent(as oyle of Ro- 
ſes, Omphacm)dothicke,clolc,withdraw,harden,reprefie, 
repulle, retaine, exie. dolor inthe member that is gree- 
ucd,hinderthe ſuperation,withholdthe ſweats andinflu- 
ences, reſtrain fromſleeping,and generally theywork the 
contrary cffe&,yntothoſethat heat & moiſten:for ſuch as 
do {imply coolewithout any re{triction(as oile of Violets, 
& of Popic)do cauleſleep:as for thickening, cloſing, ha:- 
dening,& orheraQions thathaue benf{ajd of-coldaltrin- 
gent oyles, they doe it, alchough but weakely. The whot 
and drie in the firſt and ſecond degree, do2 diſiolue, dil- 
perſc,molific,and ſoiten, Thoſe that attainvnto, the thisd 
degree,doe drawgand caulegreapain: in theplace that is 
in The whotand moilt oiles ({pecially common 
Olle of Olives neither greene nor ouer-ripe) do weaken 
the member, and make ir. more ſubie to influtionbur 
they are right anodins &acopies. Such are viles of {iveet 
Almonds, of Pine and of Ben, thatare calledemperat, 
Secing therefore that there are {o greatdiuerſities among 
Oiles,!t muſt be diſtinguiſhed waat Oile is meant ſhould 
be rcieted from all vicers, wounds,fwellings opiad na- 
ture,dolours,and other exteinall greetes; whether itbee 
only Oile of Oliues,or all oiles in generall: and irmuſt be 
further expreſſed touching this oit: of Oliues, whether is , 
ſhould be greeneor ripe, (whici1is allo called complete) 
orclſe,new, freſh, and ſiveet, or o!d and rancke, for there 
arediuers faculties according to their differences: neuer- 
theleſſe, when men {ay oile ab{o!urcly,it is ment common

{tandit ſpeaking of other things, for if we peak of thever.

rent whot, wherebyit haththe anodin vertue to ſupprefe 
and ſokten, by which meanes it is very agrecabic voto 
wounds andwellings againſt nature,after the imperuoſi- 
ty of the influence is ſtaied, and with the dolors like wile:

make fmooth their faces,which is a moſt euidEt argumer 
of their aſtringentvertues,which is likewiſe percceiued in 
the taſt, in GR as itis not to be doubtedchat it is 
notanexcellent repulſerbur he that would havethe (aid 
oyles to be of greater force toſtrike back and repulle the 
influxion they may ad vineger, which giuethir force to 
penetratc,and wilhelpe their repulſiue qualities, wherby 
there wilbe made a very good medicine that wil not dric 
ouerfaſt ypon the wound, by reaſon of his oyle & fat ſub- 
ſtance,which is requiredinthe moſt part of topicke me- 
. Eicines: ſofarreis it then from reprouingoyles, becauſe 
of their flimineſle, for that the plaiſters do oftentimes 
work contrary vnto our meanings, becauſe they drie too TEN 
faſt for wantof oile,or of ſome otherfart ſubſtances which 
keepe them moilt and ſoft.

It followeth then that in all the times of ſwellings 
againſt nature, of wounds and vicers , men may vie 
Oyles, not only outwardly, as in rubbing, but alſo with- 
in the parts that are wounds , whether they bee fimple 
oyles , or ointments which haue in their compoſition 
for the moſt part oyles,greaſes,raflcll, and waxe, As tou- 
ching oyle and waxc, they are temperate things, com- 
mon to all medicines both whote, cold,moiſt,and drie: 
as Galen ſaithſpeaking of oyles in his ſecond books of 
Simples,andof Waxe in his ſcucnth booke. But as tou- 
ching temperate oyle, it muſt haue theſe three conditi- 
ons,that it be of ripe oliues, new, andſ{imple, that is to 
ſay,withoutany arp 6 r mixture of ſalr,or anic 
other thing:and ſo oyle is to bee vaderſtood, whenmen 
ſay ſimple oyle- Therefore we may well conclude, refer- 
ring all that hath bcene ſaid vnto the contrary, - to this 
point, That we muſt notfear, nor abſolutely reieR oyles 
in topicke remedies for wounds, vicers, ſwellings, do» 
lours, and other externall greefes to behealed by 
Surgeons,but we muſt rather vie diuerlc 
oyles to accompliſh diverſe 
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ching Creuiſhes,requiredin the receit ofthe de-

Cank?r,and againlt the biting of mad dogs, which are 
very venomous diſeaſes, and diuerle belecue, that in all 
Harquebuſh ſhots there is venim infuſed in the wound, 
Itſecmeth allo to Lee grounded vpon this,that by igno-

rance it may bee miſtaken,.in ſetting downe Creuiſhes 
forRiuer Crabbes, for that the moſt part of Phiſitians 
and ſuch as ſeeke into the ſecrets of Nature, doethinke 
that the Creuiſhes are River Crabs, ſo called in times 

aſt, Whereby following this error,it might bee miſta- 
bo andin place of riuer Crabbes, they ſhould write 
Creuiſhes , thereby to expreſle ic by a morefamiliar 
rearme : I will iy make anfwere vnto both theſe rea- 
ſons, ſaying firſt, thatthe authour of this compoſition 
m___ peraduenture notknow the Riuer Cradbe, called 
in Grecke xapxivos, which is round like that of the Sea, 
differing ſpecially herein, that it hat'1 no tailelike the 
ScaCreuiſh.Itis true or pep likely,that the ſaid Author 
is of no long continuance,ſecing he asketh the browne 
vaknowne, and not called ſo by the auncient fathers, 
Whereby we muſt not be abaſhed, if he deſired Creui- 
ſhes,callingthem ſo in proper French Language , for 
cannotbeleeue the receit to haue ben made in Latine, 
or by any one ſo ſpeculatiue, that knewe the difference 
of Creuiſhes, in Greeknamed &saxes , and of the ſaid 
riuer Crabbes : in place whereof(being veric rare and 
vnknowne of many men) they might vie the ſeacrabbe 
(according to Dieſcoridesaduiſe) rather then the Cre- 
uiſh.Butthe Creuiſh hath of long time ben vied againſt 
wounds and vicers, ſpecially wack as are made by Har- 
quebuſh ſhot: as it may be ſcene by that which Maiſter 
Ambroſe Pare writeth(being both Counſellor and ſur- 
geon tothe King)in his booke of wounds,made by har- 
quebuſh ſhot,where he ſpeaketh of an Almaine Surge- 
on,that vied the juice of Creuithes, rawe, beaten, and 
preſled, and {o put into the wound. VV herefore or 
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Optmeons for curing of Harquebuſh-ſhot. 
muſtnor ſo lightly reie& Creviſhes,8 in their place de- 
fire river Crabs, which are neither found in France nor 

.Almain,as M. Rendelet writethin his book of rjuer fiſhes, 
and 34 chapter. Andas touching this point which may 
be alledged, thatriuer Crabbes ſhould bee berter in the 
diſpenſation of the ſaid receit (if they might bee had) 
conſidering their great vertue againſt wounds and v[- 
cers,of wad dogges, and againſt the canker, andthat in 
their placesfor want of them, wee mult take {ea Creui- 
ſhes, which haue the ſame vertues, but with leſle force 
and efficacic,as Diſcorides fa;r.;T anſwere,that the argu-

All chat isrequiredinthis receit, it is wrapped in a 
linnen cloth, and made in manner of a knot, in bigneſle 
of the quantity of an Egge, and almolt as hard,whereof 
ismade three decoRtons : but in my opinion it were 
better to deuide it into three parts,and that each part be 
vied but once : for if you open that which is fo grear 
and cloſe bound together, hauing boyled but once, you 
ſhall find of the powder in the middle, that neuer tooke 
wet, and by conlequent hath not ycelded any vertue in- 
to thedecoRis : being boiled the ſecond time, it wil nor 
do much more (for in the meane time the knot is dried) 
neither yetthe third time, burratherlefle then the firſt, 
for there is not much more of the ſubſtance then the 
outward part,that indureth the decotion, which hath 
alwaies leſſe vertue. VWheretore it ſhall beemuch berter 
ro deuide it intothree parts, &that each part be bound

Y Er many praQtiſe the ſame with good ſucceſſe, as 
wel in harquebuſh ſhots,as other wounds,applying 
nothing thereto but ſimple cold water , cuen from 

beginning of the cure vnto the end: although there be 
great dilaceration of the fleſh, yea and ſome bones bro- 
ken.To this experience,reaſon doth ſubſcribe, for it is 
Nature only that healeth wounds, vicers,and fraQtures. 
The Surgeon with his medicines doth bur helpe her in 
ſome things, and take away the cauſes of hinderances : 
as in the cures propounded , are influxion , dolour, 
inflamation, and other accidents that happen in Har- 
quebuſh ſhot : Nowegold water by his coldneſſe often 
applyedthereunto, doth impeach the ſame, for ir doth 
manifeſtly ſtrike backe, and by conſequent maintaineth 
the member greeued in his right temperature , with- 
out any notable inflamation or dolour, Whereof it fol- 
lowcth alſc,that naturall heate being therein preſerued 


in 
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in his eſtate, yca and augmented by the meanes of cold 


water,cloſing the powers, itis of greater force to dif- 
geſt,ſeeth,andſuppreſle the ſuperfluous humours, and 
the matter gathered together, whereby there groweth 
a moſt commendable pus : which is a worke of naturall 
hear,well qualified and intafled: as itis requifite to alter 
and furmount a martter altogether vnprofitable to the 
member, and make it of an indifferent condition be- 
rweene rotten and nouriſhing; ſo cold water doth con- 
ferre greathelpe vnto nacdrall heat, in matter of ſup 
ration, anditis by accident, that it hindereth the diſſi- 
pation,ſhutting andcloſing it within the member.Novw 
when the Superation is wrought, wee muſtclenſe and 
makecleane the wound, whereunto cold water doth 
ſufficiently ſupply the wanr:for it is deterſiue;atthe leaſt 
waſhing, rencingthe wound, and cleanſing it of filthy 
matter,cuen as we vie to make cleanc a veſſel]. Vhere- 
by, by an inic&ion,or rubbing of the vpper part of the 
wound, itis ſufficiently cleanſed: beſides this, that the: 
member itſelfe by his expulliue vercue doth caſt forth 
ſuchexcrements, and as farre as need requireth. This 
—_ taken away, Nature engendreth newe 
tofill thevicer, and there needeth no medicine to 
the ſame, butthe proper matter, which is blood of a 
eu , and reaſonable quantity : for the reme- 
dics.called Sarcoriques, ate bur deterftue and drying, 
and worknothing elſe butthe aforeſaid mundification., 
Et is nature only that maketh fleſh, we muſt only foreſee 
that itbee not withdrawne or hindered , and worke in 
ſuch manner, that the riatural heat may retaine her right 
temperature: whereunto the continual! application of 


cold water may ſerue , which hindereth the infuxton,

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inflawation, anddolour, during the whole time of the 
cure: for it is not ſufficient to take order for the lame in 
the beginning,butwe muſt continue it,forthar all theſe 
' accidents may happen or come againe in-all the foure 
times of the cure, cicher by the ficke mans fault, or b 
meanes of theaſiſtants, or by reaſon of the ext 
things,andgenerally becauſc of one of the ſixe vanatu- 
rall things, thevſe or abulc whereof do conſerue or de- 
ſtroy mans health.VWe mult expect as much inthe feru- 
minationor knitting of the broken bones, andthe vni- 
ting ofthe other parts torneand diſmembred,as ſinews, 
ligaments,and tendons, which are rec{tabliſhed & cone 
tinued by a fleſh that is called Pore Sarcorde, wiichNa- 
ture produceth and maketh of the blood appointed for 
the nouriſhing of the member : and there neederh/no 
other thing butoneiy that the naturall fleſh bee ſtrong, 
and that it bee furniſhed with conuenient matter. Lalt- 
ly,wee proceed to the making of aſcarre, which.is like- 
wile a worke of Nature, as Galen ſayth in his third Me- 
thode, andeight chapter, Vhereunto neuertheleſle the 
exteriour aire doth much helpe,which drieth the ſuper- 
fluous moiſtneſle of thenew fleſh, and maketh ithard, 
in ſuch ſort, that tt ſeructh afterward in place of skinne: 
which cold water by his coleneſſe doth better effe;by 
thickening &hardening the ſaid ſuperfluous moiſtneſle: 
as all coldrhingsdo harden & thicken,although they be 
accompanied with moiſture,8 which is more.,the right 
thickeners are cold & moiſt as Galenfaichin his 5.booke 
of the verrue of Simples, cap..9. and 13. Wherefore it 
ray be holden andapproncd,thar the applying of cold 
water to-a Harquebuſh ſhot will heale the ſame,being 
vied during the whole time of the cute, ) ,_ -

Li O ſpeake my mind, and ſhew my opinio .it is true 
that aman may perfectly heale a Harquebuſheſhor, 

and other wounds,as it is before declared, with fimple 
cold water , andthere (hall neither enchauntmentnor 
miracle bee vſcd, as the moſt part of fimple people are 
perſuaded: for that cold water hath all that in "which is 
required to the whole cure, and may ſerue for cuery of 
the times (ſonature bee ſufficiently ſtrong, her heat 
in force, and the body well in fleſh)as Hippocrates ſuppo- 
ſeth andrequireth in his one & twentith Aphoriſme, & 
fift booke,in the cure of the Terane by cold water, pou- 
red vponthe whole body, m great abundance , and {ud- 
dainely. He fſayth it muſt be a young man well fleſhed, 
and that irmuſt be done in the middle of Winter: orif 
the man,orthe member which is hurt,be lean and weak, 
and his heat infeebled,the application of cold water wil 
more infeeble and weaken his natyrall heat, whereof wil 
enſue acoldneſſe of matter, which of force muſtbe ſup- 
reſſed,as in a memberthatis foundred . So then heat 
beingdeminiſhed, ir cannotſuppreſſe,much lefle incar- 
nate or conicale, and much lefleknit or toine the bones. 
But where the body1s found to be in good point , and 
his heat in force, the exteriour cold doth enforce it the 
more, in ſuch manner, that ir may ſerue for all the cure: 
for firſt themember being cloſed by the cold, admitteth 
not the influence of humours, and by conſequent ex- 
einpteth it ſclie from dolour andinflamation. Ve hane 
two kinds of repullers,defcribed at large, the one aſtrin- 
"gent, andthe other cooling. That which hath theſe two 
E qua- 
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qualities both together,is the ſtrongeſt.and rightly cal- 
ledrepulfiue , which muſt be vicdin time: of gieatelt 
need,that is to ſay, where and when the memher is leaſt 
able toreſiſt,and the force of the inflution is very im- 
tous. The other twoare lufficient, where Nature is 

of ſufficient force, as cold water ofen applyed. As tous

Truly itis a medicine thatis very fit 
for vicers,which require only to be made clean and dry- 
ed after the inflamation is paſt, the influence ſtayed, the 
matter ſuppreſſed, and the dolour appeaſed : butatthe 
beginning of wounds, whether they bee conteuſed or 
ſimple,namely inthe augmenration,while the influence 
or inflamation endureth,it is of no effec, and will but 
weaken the diſpoſition. Alſo the Emperikesthart vſe it, 
doc not willingly empl6y it, but in vicers that hauc had 
ſome handling and long ſcope of healing,and whereof 
the Surgeons cannot by their oyntments inake a good 
cure,neither yertby their plaiſters and Oyſes bring it to 
verfotion:which moſt commouly happeneth, becauſe 
they looke only into the member thatis hurt, and neg- 
lethereſtof the body, being i!! nouriſhed and fed: as 
if the member could liue & hane force of itſelfe. Theſe 
Emperikes by good reaſon (which nenerthelefle is vn- 
knowne to them) doe take vpon them in ſhort time to 
heale theſe famiſhed and weake Patienrs : whome th 

nouriſh well, and giue them his drinke, beſides the ap- 
plicationthereof vntor'\evicer, as it is faid before, Iris 
a good conrſe of proceeding, for there reſterh but two 
indications to execute : The fic!t is, roreſtore the bodie 
weakened, infeebled, and ouercomeby the abſtinence

or conſtraint,becauſerhe {icke perſon could not eat du-

by which meanes (although not well vaderſtood)there 
is ordained agreater diet or abſtinence, than before was 
vied : and they cauſe thePatientto vic all dry meates to 
conſume thoſe humours. Bur to the contrary of their 
intent,how muck morethe body is famiſhed, ſo much 
morc abſcez doth growe,which is peirced ſometimes m 
one placc,ſometimes inanother, in ſuch manner, that 
intheend the poore skinne is madefull of holes, - like 
voto altue,and oftentimes the fick party dyeth in great 
milery,which is attributed to his weakeneſle: and hee is 
alwayes found to bee in alittle feauer , which isnamed 
Lent, andis but onely in bodies thatare dricand hard: 
the heart is neceſlarily ſharpe and biting. Iris therefore 
for want of nouriſhmentthar all this happenerh, as the 
ſucceſle of the cure doth well declare. When the _ 
rikes feed thtem with good meats/, which doth moiſten 
ſubſtantially,and with Vine, which helpeth the diſge- 
ſion, ſtrengrhneth naturall heare, and comforceth the

to thoſe that were newly woanded:for luch potions are 
whote and opening,mouing the blood, and preparing 
the wound vnto a fluxe and umpoſtume : but vato olde 
vicers,reduced and broughtvnro Filtulacs and Cankers 
&c. I haucſometimes permitted them. Neuerthelefle, 
the ancicntFathers, as Revver, andihe ourc Maiſters, 
did adminiſter the'c drinkes indifterently to al! wowds 
and fractures, which for the moſt pa-tthey compoicd 
of Mather,(called Rubia Maror)ot Buglas, of Plaintain, 
of Tanſice, ot Cheneve, of red Coleworts, of hearbe 
Robert or Prunel!, of Doues foot, of Cariophilate, of 
Hounds tongue, of Pimperne!l,of Moule eare,and{uch 
like, whereot they tooke the iuice, or elle ſod them in 
Water, Wine, and Honney, and euery morning gaue 
balfe aquarterne thereof to drinke : binding vpon the 
wound aleatc of red Coleworts, eucry morning and 


cuening.Andtheſc Emperikes aftirm,that if a man doth 


yomit the drink, it is aneuil ſign:& it he keep it,&thar ir 
iſlueth at the woiid in ſuch ſort as he drankityit is a good 
ſigne. So God help them.But it is worſe done of T hierry 
and of Henry, that commanded to giuc pum-nt or molt 
ſtrong claire to all ſuch as are frethly wounded in the 
he:dand the breſt. Iknowe not from whence this folly 
procecdeth,butl am well affured that Galen commaun-

Butto ſhew that I ſpeake notof the faid arrowes with- 
out good witneſſes, fee what Yirgil writeth in the ninth, 
tenth, andewelfch of his Aneidos, = in his firſt 
booke,0nidin his third booke De 1r:flibus, Homer in his 
firſt booke of Odyfſ. Likewiſe T heophre#tus in his ninth 
booke of Plants,and fifteenth Chapter,witnefleth, That 
in Ethiopia there is found a venomous root, wherwith 
the peopleof the Countrey doe annojnt thejr arrowes. 
Pliniewitneſſeth asmuch of the Scyrthians in his twelfth 
bookea nd fift Chapter:and Paulus dginetss in his ſixt 
booke,and cightic eight Chaprer, faith the fame of the 
Danes and Dalmatians,and generally of all the Barbari- 
ans. Disſcorides in his fixt booke and twenty Chapter, 
alleadoeththe like. And ir wi!l nor ſerue any thing art all 
roalleadge, that Lead reieRing thefatneſle and foule- 
neſle in the melting , cannot receaue into it any ſubs 
ſtance of another kind : for it is an ordinatte thing, that 4 
all imperfe& mertals'doe cleanſe themſclues of their V- 
earthly fattineſſe,and impure brimſtone, by meanes of 
the fire,and by that meanes become harder,cach mettall 
refining itſelfe in his owne ſubſtance .

VVho would ſay that vineger,ſoot, and 
falt,the water of Mouſe care,or of wormes of the carth, 
mixed with the juice of reforts, are of the nature of 
yron ? yetyron being ſteeped and dipped into the ſaid 
things,and oftentimes taken forth againe, becommeth 
ſo bard, as it is impoſſible to bee beleeucd, if ithadnor 
been proued: As to the contrary it becommeth ſoftand 
tractable, being dipped diuers times into the juice of 
Cigue,Guimauves,and of Sope. As much happeneth 
to Tinne,and namely to Lead, which beingmolten,and 
oftentimes quenched in the juice of Squillathe one 1o- 
ſeth his ſound;the other (which is Lead)loſerh his ſoft: 
neſle and blackeneſle:which they could not doe,it they 
hadnotretained ſome part of the ſpirit and, vertue,0f 
the ſaid temperature. Thele things therefore doe eui- 
dently declare,that although they do purge themſelues 
of their fartineſſe in the fire, they ceaſe notneuertheleſſe 
to receaue or drinke inaſubſtance of another kind. Now 
itſhould bean ouergreat folly, to beleeue that the mix- 
ture of mctaline ſpirits which are like and agreeable,

& corrupt ours)men may make ſo venomous mixtures, 
that it is not to bee doubted, but that the ſatd bullets do 
receaue them, and in receauing them, doe infe the 
wounds touched with ſuch poyton; inpaſling through 
the body, in ſuch fort, "that theyleatie' moſt daun- 
gerous markes behind them, when conuenientreme- 
dics are notapplied:forexperience ſheweth, that there 
arce-at- this day diuers ſo-venomous and mortall mix- 
eures,that if an arrow orany other ſuch kind of inftru- 
ment bedipped therein, and thata'man bee bur a little 
hurt,ſo theblood ifſue forth, although the arrow do bur 
enter, and beepreſently drawne out againe, yet is the 
>yion {a ſubtle and pernicious, thatenteting into the 
eflerveines,and from them inro the greater,and ſo.into 
the nobleſt parts of the body, ſpecially the heart, itdoth 
preſently kill him that is wounded therewith, if he haue 
not his proper coliterpoyſon preſently adminiltred vn- 
to him. WhichTIchoughrgood to ſer down,as a thing 
molt certain andtrue(which I my ſelf, and'diuers other 
great andexcellent perſons worthy of credit, haue ſeen) 
to ſhew the admirable and prodigious cffeRts of nature 
intheſc times : of which alchough many men are igno- 
rant,yctaretheynortheretore to bee eltecmed impoſlt. 
ble. But hereof I ſpeake more ar large in a booke of 
counterpoylons that I haue compoſed, whichI hope in 
ſhortſpaceto publiſh, wherein[ will reach the true re- 
| F iij medics 
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medics againſt ſopernicious andmortall poyſons, Let 
thoſe therefore that will not be perſuaded herein, con- 
rent themſelues, and beeaſſured rhat wounds may bec 
poyſoned by bullets of lcad, whichare the commoneſt 
fort ofbullers,or by any other bullets made of other me- 
tals: which they may conceiue much better, then by the 
only reading of Galen,when they will take the paines to 
traucll ſtrange countries, and frequent thecompanie of 
diuers learned men, and ice with their oryne cics the di- 
uerie eficAs;and wondertull miracles of nature, which 
cannotbeknowneof euery man.Buccaring thatby en- 
tring into an ouer large diſcourſe, I ſhould fall fromm 
marrer, I will conclude, that bullets may bee —_—_ 
votby putting poyloninto certaine holes made within 
them, as ſome perſuade themſelues ; but by their com- 
poſitions with thoſe Mercuriall waters, and iuice of ve- 
nomous hearbes, ; that can change and peruerr all their 
ſubſtance , and make an impreſlion of their malignanr 
qualitjes((o ſubtle and ſpiritua)within the ſaid wounds, 
in paſſing onely (wifily through the body... Thoſe that 
haue ſcene ir prouedypon beaſts, will belecue itberter, 
and that experience by vs with reaſon,confirmed in our 
booke of counterpoyſons, will ſtop their mouths thar 
diſpute againſt ic, Bur if. [ſhould grauntthem, that the 
bullet _ ſo ſwiftly through the body , couldnor 
worke his iecnor ſoſooneleaue the impreſſion of his 
poyſon behind himare there not diverſe wounds whet- 
12 itremaineth long ynough, and the poyſon that may 
bee incloſed in the ſaid bullet (whereof I am perſuaded 
no man is in doubt) hath itnot time ynough to diſperſe 
into the wound? For the more it is compoled (as itmay 
be done in manner beforedeclarcd) of alubſtance _ 
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euall and moſt ſubtle, fo much more ſuddaine and ſubtle 
are the cftes thereof : infeting.by the malignantva- 
pour thereof, being communicated by meanes of the 
veines,atts,and finewes, with the naturall and virall ſpi- 
rits, whickby a contrarietie they ſtifle and choke vp, en- 
tering intothem,by which rheanes men loſe their lives, 
conſilling only in the lively and due action of the ſame. 
Theſe poyſons being ſo ſubtle and communicable, are 
the true and moſt pernicious poyſons, as wee ſee by the 
bitings of vipers,and other venomous beaſts, Nowe, if 
for the laſt refuge it ſhould bee obieQed againſt mee (a8 
ſome would ſceme to doe) that the ſaid poylon abiding 
in the bullet, may bee driuen away or conſumed by 
the fire:l will anſwer themwithan argument taken from 
themſelues, and' the ſame wherewith they ſeruetheir 
turnes to prouetheſe wounds not to bee touched with 
fire, alleadging (as itistruc) that hardly is the bullerſo 
hor (although it enter-into a hard body) butthat it 
may wellbeehandled; if itbeetaken preſently after ir 
isoutof the peece: In whichmanner |:cannor find this 
fire tobe in any ſort ſufficienttoconſirmeor clenſeaway 
the _ that ſhall bee mixed throughout the whole 
ſubſtance of rhe buller, and ſo much ſhed therein, that 
it ſhall wholly have chaunged and conuerted the bullet 
by the malignant qualitie of the ſame , I eſteeme hor 
much of theirallegation of _friforle,that the yron of 
arrowes doth heat in ſuch manner, as that the heat rher- 
of were ſufficient to melr lead ; ſeeing that'experience 
tcacherh vs checontraric in Harquebuth-ſhors, thatare 
thruſt forth by-fire, and with agreaterſriftneſſe. Bur if 
Lſhouldagree vnto Ariftotles: opinion, nenerthelefſe, 
the examples of venomous! attowes 'by mce before 
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alledged,doe ſufficiently declare, the poyſonnotto bee 
taken pv by this fire, ſo great as they imagine it to be, 
much leſle may it bee done by a ſmaller fite, ſuch as is 
in the bullers, in ſuch ſortthatl ſay not heated onely, - 
but if the bullet ſhoulld bee double moulten., verie 
hardly would the-infeted: ſubſtance bee taken away, 
(alchough it is of nature moſt ſubrile) ſo well is it mix+ 
ed and vnited in the mertrall-, which by her meanes it 
hath alrogether altered . You ſce likewiſe that Arſenic 
doth nor conſumeatthe fuſtmelting,, northeſpiritof 
Calamine, or of Tutie,-mixed with Copper that is 
white or yellow,although we account themnor among 
the numberof poylons, which outwardly, and farfrom 
the nobleſt parts of mansbodic, are ſo morrall (where- 
of wee haue alteadiefpoken )- throughout their whole 
ſubſtance,and hidden properties,as theeffets doemoſt 
manifeſtly declare: I thinke I haue ſufficiently fhewed 
and declared that bullets may bee poyſoned with ſuch 
akind of poylon, thatinſo ſell a time, ando. fpecdie 
apaſhge, they may leaue'rhe effects: of their nature: . 
and much more if they remaine withinthe body, as' of- 
tentimes it happeneth, and-that it cannot bee conſu- | 
med by ſo ſmall a fire as that is, which doth hardly hear 
the bullet. So to make an evd, I will conclude with the 
reaſonsallcadped , that wounds made by Piſtols ' or 
other ſhot, may be infeted with poyſon,notby meanes 
of the powder which herein is exempred, : as wee haue 
already declared ,;but by the impoyloned buller, as ir 
may well happen ..; Whereinthe learned DoQour and 
Skilfull Surgeon ought robee caretull; norſtanding ob- 
ſlinately inopiniony thatif\ithappennor ordinarily, yer 
that itmay-notin any ſart bee done , not fo —

cither by diſcommoditic, or by want of knowicdge, bur 
cheefely rhen when ſome euill minded perſon,expert in 
ſuch villanies , ſhall purpoſely ſtand and watch to doc 
fome norable miſcheefe, wherein he will not forget any 
thing that may helpc and turther his wicked, damnabte, 
and murthering intent ; whereunto Princes and great 
Potenrates of the world are much more ſubie& then 
the common ſouldior, for whome men vie not to ſearch 
outſuch deteſtable poyſons.l leaue to ſer down or {peak 
of the meanes that men may have toknowe when ſuch 
wounds are poyloned, the tokens and eminent {ignes 
whereof I willdeclareat large inmy booke of the True 
methode of curing ſuch wounds. |

Opinions forcurmg of Harquebuſh ſhot, 
arrowes paſſed through the fire 25 the bullet doth, I 
doubt not but they would likewi'c lofe th2ir poyſon, 
For that fire by the onely paſſage of thebuller though 
it,doth conſume rhe cuill {uperficiall qualitic, whereby | 
the compariſon ( of arrowes that touch not the fre, 
and of bullets that are thruſt forth by hre)is not gogd, 
» Hee toucherth our maſte :,when hee faith, Let thoſe thea 
»» which-cannot perſuade themlelues inſuch things, bee 
-» content and hold their toongs. Buthee will not ſtop his 
mouth,but rather vie his Philo{ophicall libertic, and in 
the mea1e time will courteouily ther M, leſephuhat by 
the only ſimple reading of Galen, (whe:cunco ucuerthe- 
lefſe M. lowbert is not bound, nor ingaged, as eucric man 
well knoweth ) a man may ſufficiently comprehend 
wherein M. Joſeph doth abuſe himſclic, and wherein his 
ſyllogiſmesdoe faile. I commend his wit, and goodin- 
tent, but yet wee muſt not attribute ſo much vato voya- 
es into diuerſe Countwes , neither yet to the ſayings 
ofthe learned{tmen,as vnto the good iudgement, dif- 
courſe,and reaſons of that which the eye hath ſecne and 
obſcrued: for that many ſecing,doe not (ee, and hearing 
doe not heare. They periuace themſelues well in many 
things thatarenot,and comprehend not thoſe thatare; 
for want of ob pes. 6 to d:lce:ne the truc from the 
falſe. l know diverſewhich l1auc {cen many raic things, 
butthey diſcourſefull b:d!; trcreupon, and make farre 
worſe conclufionsfor want of good Logike, and ſome 
judgement, Such are the Emperikes,greatdiſcourſers, 
and pleaſant bablers of diuecle goodly things, whereof a 
man of knowledge, ſenſe, anc good tudgement,, wiil 
make more proftthe the reporters themſelucs, VVhich 
I ſpeake generally of greatboalters , not charging any 
DAL- 
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- particular perſon : 2nd I think« M. Tofeph du Cheſre will 
agree with mee therein, becautc hee is a man of 1ndge- 
ment,and not one that beiceucth cucry tale. Going on, 
hceſaith, Thoſe men will belecue itbertter, which have *? 
ſcene itproued vypon beaſts , Ithinke hee m:anes darts, ” 
arrowes, and ſpcares, which indiuerſe places are com- 
monly poyſoned forthe Hunters , as1 fatd before they 
vied todoc in Spaine, where they hold for certaine, that 
if the arrow annointed with the iuice of white Ele« 
bore, doth make a wound, from whence there ifluerh ? 
neuer ſolittle blood, of force the beaſt mult die:and yer F 
that the veniſon isfar more ſauourie and render,& that 4 
they need but cut away the fleſh about the wound. The 
Ike may bee done of wounds made with bullets which 
ate poyloned,if the fire doth not conſume it.He addeth, ſp 
That poylon incloſed within the bullet, hath fufhcients, / 
timeto hurt, if it ſtayerh within che wound. This word, * 
(Inclo'ed) may bee doubr{ull. If hee meaneth that the 
bullet rubbed with poyſon;doth leaue the poyſonin the 
wound:let itbeefo, then indeed itwill poyfonrthe body ) 
therewith,it the fire have not taken it away, Bur if (In- 
cloſed). fignifie poyſon ſhut and imprinted within the 
ſ\ubſtanceof the Lead, in {uch manner, thatthe buller 
ſhould be poyſoned within, | denic it,for if the exterior 
part be purged by tire,and the interior onely poyfoned, 
the bulletcanno more poyſonthe wound , then if the 
poylonwere within a hollow pot. The principall matter 
conſiſts im the outward part, which oftendeth and @r- 
rupteth whatſocuer it toucheth ; and nor in the in- \ 
cloſed matter. Letvs nowe proceed vntothe laſtar 
ment(\vhercin he enucicttagaintt M, /oubert)touching 
the fire which driueth outthe bullet: which wee affirme 
H 5 | doth 
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doth hardly heate the bullet ſo much , bur that going 
forth,itmay caſily be touched and handled. Wherupon 
» hce inferreth, That the {ame fire will! notbe ſufhcient to 
»» conſume or purifie the poyſon, which ſhall bee mixed 
» throughout the whole ſubſtance of the bullet. As tou- 
ching the mixed ſubſtance, wee hauc alwaics refuſed ro 
admitthe fame. Bur as touching the fire, wee hold with 
M. 1oſeph, that it burneth forcibly, and that withourthe 
mouth of the peece. And hee knoweth well that M.1og- 
bert hath writtenſo . Whereby it tolloweth,contrarie 
vnto his opinion, thazthe outward part of the bullet is 
burnt, and the poyſon which tnight bee vpon the fame, 
is thereby conſumed: becaulc thefire being ingendred 
of the inflamed powder, is o atiue, that it-burneth 
whatſocuer it toucheth. Bur yer by reaſon of the ſmall 
time ithathto touch thebLullet,it cannot melt ir,and the 
bullet waxcth cold preſently after -it is once out of the 
pecce,andflieth in the aire. Nowe that this fire ſhould 
not beſufficientto conſume the ſuperficialpoyſon,who 
doubteth thereof, ſecing that the poyſon is defaced and 
taken away from darts and arrowes, it theybe thruſt 
into the fire,as I aid before? Andyet theſaid darts and 
arrowes are not thereby ſo hot, but that theymay bee 
handled: ſo wee hold a Capon or other Foules ouer the 
farming fire to burnethe lirtle haires which reſtthereon 
after they are pulled, and yet whenthey aretaken from 
the fire,the bird in a manner is not hot. Is it then harder 
and more difficult to burne or conſume the ſuperficiall 
poyſon of the buller, which is farre more'ſubtilethen 
,» thoſe little heares? Hee ſaith after, That the examples by 
» him alledged,doe ſufficiently declare, the poylon norto 
» bee taken away by thatfire, ſo great as it _— 
| ut 
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Bur it is no imagination when we ſce itburne effeQtual- 
lie withoutthe Farrell of the pecce,as M. loſeph himlelfe 
alſo confeſſeth, whereby that fire may well conſume the 
ſubſtance which is laid vpoa the bullet. Andas touching 
his athrmation of arrowes,hee hath notproued that the 
fire cannot conſume the poylon: for intruth, they are 
not chruſt forth or carried away by fire,as the bullets are, 
Laſtly,he commethtothe extream action of fire,which ,, 
neuertheleſſe cannot take away theſubſtance of the poy- ,, 
ſon imprinted in the bullet , although ir bee moulten ,, 
diuerſc times:{o well is itadioyned and incorporated in ,, 
the metall-like bodie,although of nature it is very ſub- ,, 
tle;inſomuch,that it hath wholly altercdthe ſame . But ,, 
there muſt notbee ſo much account made of theveno- 
mous ſubſtance(as it is ſuppoſed)in the poyloned Lead, 
ſeeing nothing but the outward ſuperficiall part can 
worke effec. For (as wee haugalrcadie ſhewed) cuerie 
ation which altereth, is done by touching,Now the in» 
ternall parrs do not touchany thing,whereby their ver- 
tne isas it were bound and (hut vp in priſon: ſo Pepper 
being whole,doth heart leſſe then it doth when itis bea- 
ten into powder, for then there is not any ſmall graine 
whatſocuer, but doth heat and worke the effte;8e whey 

it is whole,it is the onely ſuperficiall part:ſo Vitrio,Ar- 
ſenic, OrpigmentReagall,and other poylons, being in 
peeces, or groſlcly broken, doe not worke with ſogreat 
effeRt as they would doe if they were beaten into pow- 
der . In ſuch manner, thar if the bullet were wholly 
compoſed of thoſe poyſons, yet could it not burne(al- 
though they are cauſtike) & make a {carre,neithermore 
nor leſſe then the capitoll, or any other potentiall cau- 


xr, woulddoe any thing if they beenot moulten, but 
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ſhould remaine in ſtones . For the infuſion anſwe- 
reth to the trituration , and to the contrarie, as it 
hath beene ſaid before : and the comminution is ne- 
cellarie to alreratiue things, to make the better aRi- 
on. Whatthen can a bullet of Lead doc, which ſhall 
onelie haue the qualitie or fpirite of poyſon in his 
ſubſtaunce , and that ſhall paſſe thorough a wound 
not touching the bodiec of the partie , but with the 
ſuperhiciall part ? I thinke if it were onelic rubbed or 
annointed with ſome ſtrong poyſon ,- it would bee 
more effectuall, but then it mult bee averie clammic 
and gluic ſubſtance, to hold vpon the bullet, being 
pecked, rugged, bitten, and vneuen : As itmay bee 
madeto fticke on by a ccreaine compoſition of Waxe, 
Maſticke , and Gumme , which might bee mixed 
with ſtrong and ſubtile poyſon . The fire which dri- 
vet out the bullet, cannot conſume the poylon , if 
the paſte bee-ſtrong : becauſe a bullerok Waxe will. 
not bee moulten,,  ( as experience (hewearh) ſo itbee 
hard Waxe, and yetnot ſo hard as that - wherewith: 
in Spaine they doe vie to ſcale their Letters : a bullet 
which is fo cruſted., may well poy/on a wound if it 
{tay therein , , for that the ycoomaus cruſt , howe: 
light ſoeuer it bee ,] doth more xzelilt the fire, as ha-, 
uing a bodie , then the poyſon imprinted pa the 
buller » by the onelic annojnting'or rubbing , Buc 
chat there may bee-poyſon of a ſtraunge nature:mis 
xcd with the Lead, or that the impoyſoned Lead 
can doc more hutt , then-the annointed.or rubbed 
bullet may doe, I cannot conceiue or vaderſtand 


the mcaning. . | | 
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Opinions for curing of Harquebuſh-ſher. 
Thus much I thought goodro write for an anfirere 
vnto the arguments of M. Joſeph du Cheſne, which at 
the fuſt view doe ſeemeto bee of great force, bur in 
the touch they proue baſe gold. I docitnor to defend 
the opinion of the moſt reuerent Father, Maiſter 1ov- 
bert, (tor ifanie man will by good and ſufficient rca- 
fon perſuade and prooue thecontrarie vatomee, I am 
content to refuſe it) but -onelie to ſer.downe a truth, 
which in minc opinion feemeth to bee {o, Andyet all 
well weighed and conſidered, they difter not much , in jd 
that Mailter /oubert dooth not whollic reie& the poy« - 
ſon, ncither yet denic the burning of ſome Harque- } 
buſh-ſhots : but entreating of the curatiue methode, 
hee ſetteth downe the ſimple indications of the fun- 
ple eſlence of the cuill , which hath rwo conditions, 
and no more neceſſarilie conioyned thereunto . For 
all Harquebuſh-ſhots, are-a ſolution of vnitie , with 
contuſion, and nothing elſe in their eſſence . Mai- 
ſter 1cabert ſayeth not that diuerſe other diſpoſt. 
tions may not meet therewith , ncuerthelefle, hee 
ſheweth that wee mult nor lightlie belecue all that 
which is ſaid touching impoyloned bullets, where 
of men vie ſo commonlie to ſpeake . So Maiſter 
Joſeph taketh but two indications of common Har- 
quebuſh-ſhots ; and receaueth a. third , it ithap- 
pen the wound to bee burnewith the Piflole, in cou- 
ching it vpon the naked part: and allo a fourth, if 
there bee doubt of poyſon,. All that is well faid, | 
and Mailter /oubert is not wanting in that which \ 
concerneth and toucheth his purpoſe and true in- 
tent . Fox/ that hee hath wittinglic negleQed the 
complica-

complications, the cauſes, and the Symptomes of the 
euils which may accompanie the Harquebuſh-ſhor, in 
the end of thefirſt and ſecond part of his treatic:where- 
in hee hath propounded and ſet downe the onely cure 

of that which is the eſſence of Harquebuſh-ſhor, 
ſpeaking of the curing of fraftures , and 
other indiſpoſitions, although they 
may bee there from the 
beginning.

ingpreſcntattheir diſputations : for when thoſe vaine 
Fellowes doc diſpute of anie cafe, nor anieof them in 
relence of the Auditories ,and in one propoſition, is

As theſe foure ſubſtances or elements aforeſaid, m- 
xcd together, , aro neceſlarie:to-the production; of all 
things,accotdingts theit qualitics,whichis heat,cold,

drineſſe, andmoiſtneſle: ſorhe bodice of man,as allo of 


all other creatures , doe containein them foure other 
humours , which are called the properand ſecond elc- 
ments the:cof, becauſe they approch and follow the na- 
ture of the firſt and common elements, for they arc or, 
cold,drie, and moiſt: bloud is hot and moilt, or to define 
it berter, it is temperate;that is, holding a mcan between 
fleagme and choler, Now by this word choler,without 
addition, you mult vnderſtand the yeliow choler, be- 
cauſe the melancholie is called blacke choler. Andal- 
though bloud be comon vato three humors, yet it hath 
the principallplace within the Liver, andproceedeth 
dailic from the ſame : alſoitis called fegmatike, cho- 
lerike, and melancholike bloud , according to the hu- 
mour,which by ſucceſſion is adioyned thervnto, VWher- 
fore it is manifeſt , that by good reaſon thoſe foure hu. 
mours are called the ſecond andproper c'ements ofhu- 
mane bodies. For cuen as touching is common ynto all 
the other ſenſes , that is, ſmelling, ſecing, hea ing.and 
taſting, {o b.oodis common to the humours, fleagme, 
choler and melancholie. N ow choler is hotand drie,ſo 
that feauers proceed. principallic of choler : which is 
moſt familiar in Tercian agues, wherein'a man is more 
altered then in Quotidian or Quartane agues, which 
you ſhallknowit yourezardthe ſame. Allo if it happen 
this choler to abound excefliuely ( like vnto apcece of 
dric wood that is laidout of the fire , it cooleth-by hit- 
tle and little : neuertheleſle it cooleth not ſo much, as 
that it dothnot ſtill retaine ſome heat, by reaſon of the 
alteration ithad indutedin thetjimeof burning : which 
Claude Galew 4 his booke of the cauſes of diſcales, 
doth witneſſe ) then'it-is'called aduſted chcler, that is

to fay,burntwhich gnaweth the entrailes, as ruſt doh 
yron, fromwhence doth proceed dangerous laskes, and 
rawneſle of the guts, which is a moſt contagious ſicke- 
neſſe : Which to flic and prevent, thou ſhall aske-coun- 
ſell of the learned Phyſtcian,for that ic is much betrer to 
preuent the euill before jt commeth , then.ro driue ic 
away when it is come . This choler hath his principall 
habitation in thebladder of the Liuer, and it is com- 
monlie called by the name of gall, orbirter, foritis ſo 
bitcer, that by meanes thereof wee have noappetite, 
but all of bitternefle. Now, if thou wilt ſee more tou- 
ching the bladder pwn the choler,and other parts 
ofhumane bodies, I wiſh thee to looke into a booke of 
Anato:nics of mans hodie, written by M. 1obn Canappe 
alca-ned Phyſician at Lyons : who without afteRion, 
Laſſure thee, hath deſerued as much of our Countrie of 
France,as euer did anic Phyſician of our time,by- reaſon 
of the benefit which hath happened, and hereafter will 
_— vnto Patients, by meanes of the moſt cleare in- 
telligence and knowledge which the Surgeon hath and 
ſhall haue of the parts of mans bodies . Fleagme is 
cold and moilt, reſembling water,and is the matterand 
ſubſtance of Quotidian teauers, and hath his principall 
abiding in the braine, in ſuch ſort, that when itfalleth 
exccſſuely vpon the finews,a man teeleth and indurerth 
maruecllous paine : which to proue,is found by the col. 
licke,tooth-ach, and other ich like flegmatike diſca- 

- fes, as allo by Catarrhes, as well vpon the parts of the 
breaſt, as the Liver , Melancholie is cold and drie,of 
the natureof thecarth, for cuen as the earth is heauie, 
ſtable, and flowe, ſoQuartane agues proceeding from 


this humor, are ſtcong,and hard to driue away,ſpecially 
I i1j luch

ſuch as are taken in Autumne, and ſtay ill Vinter :for 
thoſe which are taken in Summer,continuenot fo long, 
becauſe of the difference and contrarictie of the ſame, 
with the time thatis hotand drie, keeping tife proper 
andnaturall complexion and temperature, ſpeciallicin 
the middle. Wherefore it is verie requiſite, that the lear- 
ned Phyſician ſhould reſpe@andregard the time wher- 
in each of them are ſuperfluous,and thereby cauſe them 
to be auoided. This melancholie humour harh his prin- 
Cipall ſeatandabiding in the melt , but jt producerh 
burnt bloud,ora humour whieh is groſle, clammie, and

| pa in my opinion,if man were but of one ſubſtance, 
he ſhould neuer feele paine,for there ſhould-bee no 
cauſc or meanes whereby he ſhould be ficke,becauſc he 

< ng: and if heeſhould happen 
to be ficke,hee ſhouldneed but one onlie remedie. Bur 
there.are diuerſe things in the bodie, which when more 
then ordinariethey are heatea,cooled,dried,or moiſte- 
ned,doe cngender diſcaſes : by this meanes there are di- 


uers kinds of diſcaſes,and diuers remedies for the ſame.

Itis moſt certaine that humane bodies ſhould neuer 
feele paine, if ir ſhould receane but one humour, as it 
pleaſed the Phyſicians (againſt whom Hippocrates did dif 
pute, as heedid betore againſt hoſe. Philoſophers that 
thought there ſhould be but oneelement iri che world) 
coſay: Butit isfarrc otherwile, for that by reafon of the

varietie of the foure humours(whereof wee haue made 
mention,being exceſſiueas well in quantitic as in qua- 
litie)hurnane bodies doe feele greefe: and for that caute 
ſaid Hippecrates(in his booke of Aphoriſmes and b-cefe 
ſentences) that paine growing in the hinder part of the 
head, may bee healed by cutting the veinerightin the 
forchead: which neuerthelefle at this day is not done,or 
vcrieſildome , becauſe of the timeroutneſle of the Sur- 
geons toattempt that kind ofremedie.Now all greete is 
proper,or by conſent the proper dolour is the Collicke 
in the entrailes, the Nephretique in the reines,the Ca- 


tarche in the braine, the Gout in the legs, andſuchlike: ' 


but dolour by conſent, is when vapours doe arile frgm 
the ſubiacentparts, and entering intothe braine, doc 
make it ake : which Clazde Galen giueth to vnderſtand, 
in his booke of Members greeued ; who alſo vpon the 
Aphoriſme aforeſaid, maketh mention, to haue knowne 
diucrſe Catarrhes and runnings in the eies to haue bea 
cured and healed by potions of good and perfeQ wine, 
or by Baths, letting of bloud,or medicinesto be drunk. 
Now let vs conſider that Hippocrates meaneth by this 
ſpeech,to learnethe wile Phylician that hath confidera- 
tion and pertet knowledge of naturall things, without 
the whichzit is impoſſible to proceed vnto tlie curing of 
diſcaſes, which is cuidentby this purpole, wherein hee 
ſheweth the varietic of diſcales tobee healed by diuerte 
vnlike and variable remedies, as fulneſle by purgation, 
rawneſle by decoction, heat by cooling, and1{uch like, 
by equall contrarietie: not after the manner of diuerle 
men that vic one only medicine for all dilcales, with the 
like quantitie;not reſpecting time,age,labour,ftrengeh, 
complexion , or weakenelle :; which is a thing no leſlie 
ME 1 ; dange-

dangeroustoa Commonwealth , then the gulfe of the 
ſea named Syrtes,to thoſe that inhabite and trauaile the 
ſame . Shall I refraine to ſpeake of thoſe, that although 
they bee accounted Phyſicians,the more to eleuate, au. 
thoriſe, and put themſeluesin credite, doe fraudulentlic 
promiſe to doe thoſe things which are not contained in 
the art of Phylike, to the great danger, and oftentimes 
the death of manie perſons: which is, that diuers of thE 
being asked their opinion vpon the iudgement of wa- 
ters,as touching a womans being with child; do anſwer 
and affure(like murtherers) That the woman is not con- 
ccaued with child, although in truth ſhee is : notwith- 
Randing, the poore woman truſting to the promiſe and 
aſſurance of ſuch aduenturous executioners and mur- 
therers(God detendT ſhould call them Phyſicians, for 
they deſeruc notthe name) doth vpon their word take 
purgation, which maketh her fall in trauaile before her 
time,and ſo killeth her fruit, and oftentimes the mother 
alſo: which ſcemeth a matter of conſcience, and I would 
not ſet itdowne,if I had notſeene it proued, and by the 
helpe of God remedied, that ſuch miſcheefe might not 
happen. VVh erefore you women whatſocuer you bee, 
when you perceaue anie ſigne of greatneſſe or concea- 
ving with child;I pray you hazard 1tnor,for although by 
the water ſome apparent ſignes maybee, it is impoſſible 
that the Phyſician whatſocuer hee bee, can aſſure thee, 
by meanes of thy water onelie. Alſo Hippocrates and Ge- 
len,Princes in thatreſpe&t, make no mention thereof, 
ſeeing that the vrine doth onlie yeeld witneſle of that 
which is contained inthe veines , as Claude Galen wri- 
teth verie well in his booke of Conſeruation of health. 
Thou maiſt wellaske their aduiſe , andin bringing the

certaine fignes, whereof Hippocrates maket[1 mention, 
they will content thee without hazarding thy ſelfe , I 
will not forget to ſpeak? of ſome, the which when they 
are eleuared into dignitic, and of whom ſome account 
is made, alchough neuerthelef]e, rhatmoit commonlic 
ingreatdifticultes and ſecrets of nature, rtheyare ina 
manner jpnorant, which is a moſt inexplicable vice; 
they will neverthelcſſe be beleeued in their words with- 
out reaſon, which isa thing inmy opinion notto be tol- 
lerated. Wherefore if thou chaunce to call them vato 
conſultation, I counſell thee to cauſe them to ſpeake by 
order: and if there happen anie contrarictic among 
them (which is often done , more forthe glorie of the 
world,:hen for the healthof the partic) then it isexpe- 
dient for thee to cauſethem to yeeld a reaſon of their 
ſayings,ro the end the wile andexpertPhylician may be 
knowne tom the afle and audacious foole:and rhen doe 
thoi as thouſhalthnd beſt, and let ignorance or folly be 
rejected 211d ſeratnaught,and knowledge elteemed and 
praiſed, thereby to incourage the good, vertuous,and 
g<iitle lpirits to proceed f:om good to better,

?Vrther,as far as I can jndge, hee that thinketh man ro 
be bloud onlic,and no otherthing, ought to ſhew it, 
andnot to chaunge colour, reither yetto varie in anie 
ſort: andif irbec impoſſible for him ro prone ir, arthe 
leaſt let hmſhew ſome time of the yeare, or ſome age of 
man,wherein bloud onely doth appeare to bee in man: 
for it 1s vecie likelie , that in ſome time onclie bloud 


would appeare in him. I ſay the like to thoſe that affirme

man tobe fleagme or choler onelie,

Itis withoutall doubr, that bloud, fleagme, choler, 
and melancholie,mingled together inthe time of gene- 
ration,doe remainc inthe bodie vntill he come vnto his 
naturall death : although cach of thoſe humors doe a- 
boundeither more grleſle, by reaſon of the varietie of 
time,as [ will ſhew hereafter, yetare they in ſuch maner 
mingled and wrapped together that they are hardlie {c- 

arated one from the ather; as Claude Galen teacheth in 
bis books, written of the cauſes of diſeaſes. And becauſe 
bloud is as it were the headand cheete of the re{t, men- 
_ tionis firſt madeof it 5 and in truth it is more familiar 
in young yeares,then in age: for young and flouriſhing 
yearesarc hotand moilt, like vnto bloud, whereby the 
younger ſortdoe cat, conſume, anddigeſt better then 
old men,and they breath more, by which meanes they 
muſt haue more nouriſhing,becauicof the great multi» 
tude of naturallheat abounding in them, 4 eciallie in 
Winter and S>ring time . And as a great oe, if itbee 
not entertaiedand encreaſed(as in the fires of Miſeaue 
inthe {ixt booke of 7ereils Aneidos)diethand decayeth, 
fo if yong perſons be not often fed, they will prefentlie 
become leane and dric like Braſil: fo it is commonly faid 
that children make but one repalt from morning vnrill 
- night.V\ hereby when the diſeaſe called theEpileplic, 
andthe common dilcafe called Slohns euill, .doctake 
young people, there is hope of health, becauſe of the 
muration of yeares,place, and time, which is vatill fiue 
andtyeutie yeares:andif then the hope wee haue,doth 


not 
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nor proceed to perfetion,wee muſt conclude, that the 
ſickne{lc willbring that perſon to his graue, Allo thoſe 
that arc taken with this Ciſcaſc after theage of fiue and 
twentie yeares, need not ſecke foranic humane helpe, 
becauſe it beginneth then when it ſhould ceaſc;and that 
not becauſe of the bloud, but by reaſon of the fatand 
clanimic humour, mingled with the bloud: which is a 
thing of no ſmall conſequence and indication vnto the 
learned Phyſician, to cure the ſaid Epileptike diſeaſe; 
becauſe that in curable diſcaſes, after the knowledge of 
the caulc had,the cure and healing cafilie doth enſuc,

'N® touching my ſelfe, all whatſoeuerT ſhall affirme 
co be the nature of man, I will ſhew to be alwaies in 
hin,as well in age,as in youth, and both in Winter and 
Suumer,as wellaccording to Lawe, as according to 
Nature, and will ſer downe both ſignes and neceflities, 
by which meanes cueric one of thoſe things doe aug- 
mentor diminiſhin the bodie, For firſt it is vapoſhble 
that the generation of man ſhould beof one ung, ft it 
be not mixed with another by good, iuſt,and equal tem- 
perature, with affinitic of kind, and without ouer great 
or notable exceſſe berweene them. Allo if they obraine 
notlike force and power, it is certaine there will bee no 
gencration,if tie fear cold drineſſe and moiſtneſle be 
not conempered togetherby good com>olexion, orif 
the one be {tronger Th the reſt. For how is it reaſona- 
ble that any thing can be cngendred of onething , be- 
cauſe m »{t cercaine!y it is not engendred of manic, if 
they agree not together by good & common tempera- 
vices © i 
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are produced, and by like meanes corrupted and con 
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rure,Seeing then that mans narme is ſuch, it is neceſſatie 
that man bee yotof one; but that cachof ther-which 


haue afſifted generation, do retaine as great a power in 
the bodie,as they haue conttibuted together: and that it 
is {o, when man dieth,cucric one returneth to his owne 


nature, moiſtnefſe ro moiſtneſſe, &rinefſe todrineflt, 


heatto hzat,andcold to cold . And it is the natireof

Thetruth is, that the gener»rion and prodution of 
allthings, is done by meane- & che foure elements or 
fubſtances,mixcd and conioin: d togerher by good, iuſt, 
and equall temperature, acco-dingio the will and ordi- 
nance of the Creator: fo that you cannot imagineanic 
thing whatſoeuerthat is created, wherein there is not a 
proportion of heat,cold, diinefſe, and moittnefle : but 
the generation of man is more atitentikely done, and is 
by meanes ofthe feed of man, andthe blond of the wo- 
man, concurring together in the matrice by moderate 
complexion:{othatit the man or woman be of an ouer 
hotor cold complexion, they cngendernor. Allothoſe 
women that haue the matrice ouer thicke or moiſt, en- 
gender not,for thenthe ſeed is extinguithed. Likewiſe, 
thoſe women that haue the matrice ouer hot or drie, 
dcoenotengender : becauſe that for want of nouriſh. 
mentthe ſeedis cortupted, which Hpocrates doth ſhew 
| mm 
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in his booke of Aphoritmes andbreete ſentences. Like- 
wile, thoſe women whole ordinarie purgations co:ne 
ottcaer then oncea month.and excethucly,doe no: en- 
gender:becaule itis the neceſlarie-matcer for the gene- 
ration of man,& withouethe ſaine he canno: be engen- 
dred.[ cannor {ufficienthe marucl at anumber ofcalues, 
that svould perſuade men, thatthey can makea woinan 
to hauecaſonne or adaughter, when it pleaicth them : 
which 1s a deceitfull thing(as Clande Galen witnelleth in 
his booke of ſeeds) ſceing and conſidering that it is the 
properand only wo;ke ot nature by the will of the Cre- 
ator. V\ herefore it.is as poflible for ſuch tooles tohelpe 
nature in that relpeR,as to make fire in water,and other 
ſuchcontcarictic. Now thinke I hauc {ufhicientlic (po- 
kenof the generation of mankind. - : 
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1h 1s certaine that mans bodie containeth in itbloud, 
feagme, and double choler, both yellow and blacke, 
by which meanes it isſtable,ſound, and (icke: but whole 
ſpeciallie when they keepea meane meaſure & {trength 
mixedand tempered among themſelues:tothe contra- 
ric irfcelerh paine or greefe, when anic of them abound 
or want,more then is requiſite;or if ir be nor contempe- 
rated with the reſt in the bodie of man, whereby it doth 
notonly trouble the place from whence ir proceedeth, 
burtlat whereunto it goeth, by reaſon of the ouer great 
abundance.Allo if it happen to come forth without ſu- 
perfluitic,it engendreth paine , by meanes of the eua- 
cuation :likewile, if it bee auoided within,and ſeparated 
from the reſt,itwill doe double hurt, as it hath owe faid 

11x ' betore, 
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before; thatis,in the place whence irproceeded, and in 
the ſame wherein it aboundeth , Now becauſe I haue 
promited and proteſted, according to law and nature, 
to proue all that haue ſaid to bethe nature of man: I 
fay then it is bloud, fleagme, and choler both blackeand 
yellow,andthattheir names are notlike, as men are ac- 
euſtomablie called, becauſe not one of them hath com- 
munitie of name with the others: and further, that they 
doc naturally differ in colour, becauſe fleagme is not 
like bloud,nor bloud like choler,nor choler like flegme: 
for how can they reſemble:one another, 4ſceing thatin 
colour or in touching they arenotlike, becauſe moſt 
certainely hey differ in heat, coldnefle, drinefſe, and 
moiſtneſſe:whereforeit is neceſlarie (ſeeing there is fo 
great difterence among the,as well in colour,as power} 
that they ſhould notke one, For certaingly fire and wa- 
terare not one,andyou well perceiue that there is diffe- 
rence betweene them, but yet that eucry one hath force 
and a propernature, by this reaſon. For if you appoint 
a medicine for anie man,properto purge choler, hee 
will vomite choler: likewilſc,if you ordaine a medicine 
proper for fleagme, he will void fleagme: the like ſhall 
you haue for blacke choler. Alſo if you make a wound 
12 anie part or memberof rhe bodice, bloud will itluc 
forth,which you ſhall ric as well by day as by night, in 
Winter as in Summer, as long as man can breath and 
ſhall be liuing,which he ſhall doe till hee bec depriued 
of anic one of thoſe things produced and borne toge- 
ther. And what is hce that will not confeſle them to bee 
borne together,ſccing itis moſt manifeſt,thar man hath 
them in his bedie while hee liueth? And further , that 
they are producedand nouriſhed by man, hauing them 


all, 
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all, which T ſay and affirme: but thoſe that affirme man ts 


bee but of one of them, hauenot (as I chinke) had anie 
otherreaſon, but onely that they haue ſeene ſome men, 
that by meanes of ouer violent and exceſſive purgati- 
ons died,whereof ſome vomitedcholer,others leagme; 
which they _ the man dying,tocaſt forth, thought 
that onely to be the natute of man. Allo ſuch as cſteeme 
bloud to bee the onely nature of man,make this reaſon, 
that hauing ſcene the bloud to ifſue forth of fuch as vo- 
mited or voided the ſame, thought bloud to be the ſoule 
of man. And thelſearc the reaſons thar all of them ſer 
downe,although there neuer died man by any purgati- 
on,that did onely caſt forth choler, but after hee had ta- 
ken Phylike, proper to reiecholer, firſt he purged cho. 
ler,preſently after fleagme, thirdly and by violentforce 
blacke choler, andthen being neere deathyhe caſt forth 
pure bloud, which happeneth to thoſe that take drinkes 
to purge fleagme, Forfirſtfleagme.commeth forth, ſe. 
condly yellow choler, thirdly blacke choler, andlaſtly 
pure bloud,and ſodieth preſentlie.For wher the purga- 
tion is enteredintothe bodie,firſtit draweth fro among 
the reſt that which is neereſt vnto the nature thereot, 
and is knowne vnto it,as moſtreſembling the ſame, then 
itdraweth and voiderh the reſt. As roots and {ceds enter 
into the carth,& draw to them that which is moſt natu- 
rall andfamiliar,bee it ſharpe, bitter, ſweet, or ſalt, or of 
any other ſauour , drawing molt of that which appro- 
cheth necre(t rotheir nature, and conſeqiicntly of the 
cſl:helike order doe medicines hold that aretopurge 
choler, for firſt they draw the pure, ſecondly the mixed. 
Purgations for fl-agme,firit draw the pure, ſecondly the 
mixed,and which is more, the reddelt and horreſt bloud

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commeth out firſt of theſe that auoidbloud, then doth 
tolloiy the cholerike and the flegmatike,

Theprincipall manner to purge mans bodie, is by 
vomiting orthe ſtoole :now cholerike perſons in whom 
ſuperfluous choler aboundeth fromrtheir natiuitic, and 
ſpeciallic in Winter time, ſhould bee purged by vomi- 
rings,it they bee accuſtomed ro vomit : becauſe that in 
Summer being in his naturall complexion, hot and dry, 
choler aboundeth inthe bodice : - and becauſe it is the 
lighteſt humour,it is preſently ſtirred vp:alfo thatwhich 
we purge by vomiting, commethandproccedeth from 
the belly, as Clande Galen teacherh in his bookes of hurr 
Members.But itis better topurgethoſethat vomit with 
paine,by the ſtoo!e,ſpecially in the Winter, and Spring 
time:becauſeinthoſerimes 'natureis ſtronger to ſuſtain 
and indure the force'of medicines, -rhen'in Summer or 
Autumne.Alſonatutecafcth it ſelfe by ſwears and fluxes 
of bloud at the noſe, and at the fundament, which is one 
of the healthfull ſtgnes, ſpecially in the Critike day, 
that is-toſay,inthe - anns- the Crile,and indeement:for 
the day of the Criie, 'is as wuch'to ſay ,-as rhe day of 
indgement, becauſe as then the learned Phyſician is to 

we/1udgement betweene death and nature; becauſe the 
x ent worketh for death, 'and nature for health, 
the Phyſician lie faichfall miniſtir, auoiding and 
;aing forth the excrerments Nowby this word excre- 
ts, thou muſt vnderſtand allthat ifſueth our of the 
bodic,be itvrine, o-dure, ſpitrle, vomitings, or ſwear; 
Medicines hate-moſt 'familiaritic with the humours 
| which 
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whichthey doe firſt draw outby the familiaritic of their 
ſubſtances,as Agarike to fleagine, andRubarbe tocho- 
ler;for Agarike is white like lcagme, and Rubarbe yel- 
low, like cholerike humours, which allo is called Bile 
faue,in Latine Bilzs flans,that is, yellow choler, wherc- 
of we ſpake heretofore, The Epithyme draweth famili- 
arly the melancholic humor, which we call b!acke cho- 
Jer: but bloud hath no need to be drawne our of the bo- 
dic (for that it is the beloued of nature, her moſt deere 
lord andfather) vnleſle it bez by meancs of one of the 
three others. For as touching bloud, itncuer offenderh 
nor doth anic harme of it ſelte, vnleſſe eagme;, choler, 
and melancholie bee exceſſuely joined with it, anddoe 
moueitin ſuchſort, thatthen it is called fleagmatike, 
cholerike, or melancholike bloud: which as then deſer- 
ucth to be voided by the conſeruation of nature, which 
wee muſtfollow, when it commeth forth by healrhfull 
wais,that is, in quantitic and in qualitic. Now,the foure 
humours may offend as well in quantitie as in qualitie, 
but the onely offenſ1ue qualirieis healed by the only al- 
terarion,that is,if it bee ouer hot,it muſt bee cooled by 
 equallcontrarietie; and ſotothe contraric. Bur when 
they offend in quantitie, wee muſt make an euacuation 
and purgation of the offenſiue matter,as witnelſeth G4- 
len inthe art of Phylicke. Vhen bloud is difloluedinto 
vapours, ſomediflolueth into melancholic, and fome 
into choler,and then men fall into burning feauers : alſo 
melancholic perſecuteth the braine , by which means 
men b2come ſad, fo rhar diverſe men doe kill them(elues 
being in deſpaire. Wherefore to the end ſuch vapours 
doe not periccute thy braine, I wiſh thee to ſhut thy. 
mourh,and breath ofrentimes at the noſthrils,thatthou 
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maieſtbee deliuered from ſuch paine, for longandſlow | 
breathing ſignifierh follie,as Ga/en(following the opini» 
on of Hippocrates)doth declare in his book of Breathiug. 
Anditisone ofthe greateſt ſecrets of Phyſike,:lthough 
itisnotknowne of diuerſe Phyſicians, {pecially of ſuch 
as haue lucre and gaine in more eſtimation then the 
health of man,from whom God of his gracedefend vs, 
no leſſe then from the plague. When bloud ifluerh out 
of his naturall places, that is, from the veincs and artirs, 
and by meanes of the ouerture or rupture it fallerh, and 
moleſterh themember, corrupting it,accordingtothe 
tneſſe or force thereof : from thence doth proceed 
Files bliſters, wheales,and impoſtumes:and the Go 

{ubſtancegwhichwee call P#s,if itbe whitc,jr 

from fleagmarike bloud,if it bee yellow trom cholerike, 
if blacke,frommelancholike :for Acagme is white,cho- 
ler yellow,and melancholic blacke ; which when it oc- 
cupicth the principall and noble narts of the bodie , ie 
cauſeth inceſſant greefe. And you inuft vaderſtand, that 
melancholike folkes deftre greatand excellent wee 1 
For the reſt they are ſu{picious,angrie,cruell,prowd,fad, 
inuentious, whole ſpirits are little orneuerin reſt, and 
are altogether of contrarie complexion vnto ſanguine 
p_ that commonlic doe ſhed bloudat the noſe, 
pecially in Springtime: andif ſuch ſhedding of bloud 
bee notnaturall,or exceſſiue, rhou muſtreſtraine it;bur 
if to the contrarie;the bloud bee corrupt, thou muſt lee 
itrunne out, fo the partie bee {ſtrong ynough to indure 
the cuacuationburt tothe contraric hee bee weake, in 
fuch ſorr' that hee cannot indure it, thou muſt reſtraing 
-xttillanotherrime, becauſe that when two inconueni- 
encesdoc happen , we muſtchoole that which 7s leſle 
ange- 
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dangerous,and auoidthe moſtpernicions, and not caſt 
the helueafter the hatchet. Now the drugs whereby we 
vic to auoid ill humours, ought to bee naturall without 
corruption. For firſt,in place to helpe the ſicke perſon, 
they doe rather aduance his death: although that ordi- 

narily there wantethnort good ſtore of (i 4 eallants, [ 

meane thatvtter bad ware,and tothem I ſpeake, and of 
them only dol write, ofwhom the number is far greater, 

then of faithfull diſpenſators , who vnder the ſhaddow 

of couctouſneſſe, will not faile to giue corruptdrugs, 

to diſpatchthem away : and although they haue none 

ſuch as the Phyſicianappointeth, yet will they boldlie 

aftirme,that their ſhops are full thereof, and in place of 
good and wholeſome drugs, they do giue_2uid proque. 

Wherefore. irwereverie requiſite eueric hs of+ 

rener, toviſite their drugs, and to knowe the numbers 

andquantitics they haue, that ſuch abuſe may nor here- 

after bce commirted, andthat the true diſpenſator may 
hauecredite thereby, for the law was not ordained for 
the juſt, but forthe vniuſt. Alſo I counſellthee for the 
beſt, if itbee poſſible, tharthe Phyſician goe himſelte to 
ſee thy medicine preparedand made, thereby to bee the 
more aſſured, if peraduenture thou knowelt not the ho- 

neſtic of the diſpenſator,leaſt alſo hee ſhould diminiſh 

oradde vnto the medicine, contrarie to the ordinance 

or opinion of the Phyſician, 
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P:Ecame abound?th in man in Winter time,becaulc it 
is ofrhe nature of Winter,& that amog al the things 
thata:e inthe bodic of itowne Nature, it appearethby 
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experience to bee the coldeſt, ſpecially in that time:for 
if thou wilt touch flegme, 55. choler,I aſſure thee 
thoufſhalc find fleagme to bethecolceſt, alchoughne- 
uertheleſſe it is ſoft, and roapethin thy hand with a kind 
of fattineſle, Burt after that melancholic beginneth ro 
moue in the bodie, by a kind of violence,then itis hoter, 
neuertheleſle it is exceeding cold,in regard of al thereſt, 
And thou ſhalteaſily know that Winter filleth the bo. 
die with flegme,becauſe in Winter men ſpit and purge 
{uperfluitic of fleagmeat the mouth and noſe,8& becauſe 
in that time doe happen manic impoltumes that are 
white and ſoft, which the Greckes call 0edemata, and 
wename them fleagmatike humors: now when fle 
hathengendredaforce within the bodie,then the bloud 
increaſethafterthe cold ceaſech, andthatraine aboun. 
deth:and in truth bloud increaſeth by fuchmeanes, as 
well by meanes of raine,as by hotdaies. And thenature 
of the Spring time is hot & moiſt, which you thalknow 
for thatſpecially in Spring time, and Summer, men in- 
dare dolour andpaine in the entrails,and which.is more 
they waxe red, and chafe themſelues oftentimes more 
then ordinarie,and auoid bloud at the noſthrils:in Sum. 
mer bloud aboundeth,, and choler increaſcth, and con- 
tinueth vntill Autumne, at which time bloudis verie 
weake, forthat Autumne is wholic contrarie vnto the 
nature of blond, Alſo choler reigneth in mans bodiein 
Summer and Autumne, which ſhall be manifeſt vnto- 
thee, becauſe in that time men vomite choler,withour 
conſtraint:alſo when they take Phylike,the excrements 
aremorecholerike, which is cuident, as well in regard 
of agues.as of cholers.In Summer bloud is verie weake, 
becaule Summer is hotand dric; cleane contrarie vato

fleagme. In Autumne a man is lefſe ſanguinethen at 
other times, becauſe Autumne is cold and drie,and be- 
gianeti to coole the bodie : butthere is much blacke 
choler rulingarthat rime. And for certaine,when Win. 
ter beginneth,and that choler waxeth cald,andiis 1n lit. 
tle quantitic,fleagme augmenteth againe,as wel by rea- 
ſonof the abundance of raine, as becauſe of thelong 
nights Certainly mans bodie hath all theſe things con- 
tinually in it, which I confeſle as well by reaſon of the 
qualitie and complexion of the time, as by the proper 
nature of eachot them, doe augmentand increaſe, ſc- 
uerally one after the other,euen as the whole yeare doth 
participate with heat, cold, drought, and moiſture,be- 
caule that otherwiſe they could not continue (how lit- 
tlea time focner)permanent,or ſtable,withourthecom- 
panie of thereſt that are in this world . For it the one 
wanteth,the reſt will bee alrogether aboliſhed, for thac 
they are all produced by one ſclfefamenecellttie,and na- 
turally nouriſhed and entertained : alſo if anic one of 
thoſe that are borne together in man, doe faile, it is cer- 
taine he cannot live. Nowintheyeare, firſt VVinter rai- 
neth, then Spring time,after that Summer,and then Au- 
tumne: likewiſc in man,fir{t fleagme, then loud, after 
choler,firſtthe yellow,then the blackeywhich thouſhale 
find our,if thou giue one ſelffame medicine toany man, 
in the foure quarters of the yeare, in Winter the excre- 
ments arg-fleagmatike, in Spring timeliquid,in Summer 
cholerike, andin Aurumneblacke. Secingthenit is {o, 
itis conuenient that difeaſes gotten in Winter, ſhould 
ceaſe in Summer:thoſe of Summer in Winter,if perad- 
venture they endnotbetween the going about of daics, 


wherot we wil make mention at another time; alſo thoſe 
that 
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of them in Autumne,& of of Autnmaecin Spring, 
rime,andthoſe that end not in this maner,are of a years 
continuance. Vhereforeit is conuenient,that the Phy- 
ſician which praQtiſeth,ſhould bee skiltull, and know all 
theſethings,accordingrtotheirnatures, tohaue power 
mthe bodie,as allo according to the parts ot the yeare; 
becaule it is the ſoucraigne meanes to driue diſcalcs 
- away, andtoreſtore health, 


Interpretation, 


As touching the diſpoſition of the foure parts of the 
pee ſhould bee cold and moitt, Spring time 
rand moilt, or tofay :; Summerhor 
and dric, and Autumne-coldand drie: thatis, keeping 
their proper and hatutall complexions and tempera- 
_—_ _ neuertheleſſe doc moſt ern varie, 
peciallic an a di on : and for this reaſon 
Fon cpparetes Eck is ker bookesof Aphotifne 
and breete Sentences, when Summeris of complexion 
and temperature like vnto the Spring time,thoſe char 
wotke and labour, indure greatand maruellous{zvears, 
andthat becauſe of the conftirution of the aire, which 
hath a maruellous force -and power ouer mens bo- 
dics, tochangethem according to her complexion.For 
if the aire be exceſſue hot, it heateth nor onely the bo- 
dies of living things,butalſoof things without life : of 
cold, drineſle, and moiftnefle, you muſt iudge the like; 
although drineſſe and moiſt1eſle doe not huremans bo- 
die,valeſſe they bee afloctaied and conioined with heat 
and colineſle, Heacioyned with moiſtnefle, purrifieth 
all 
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-all things, and by that meanes are preſently corrupted, 
if they be notlaiedin the aire and dried :therfore moiſt 
things, as fleſh,are not good to indure,orto bee kept in 
Summer time,for the cauſes aforeſaid. Burmans bodie is 
purgedand ſcowred by two meanes, that is, by caſting 
forth the ſuperfluities and excrements, and by artraQti- 
on of the airie ſubſtance , as Claude Galen teacherh in 
his booke of the differences of feaners . Now thatthe 
difference of the aire ought tobee conſidered, it is moſt 
euident by that which Hippocrates ſayth in the booke 
before mentioned, who writeth thus : Whea in one 
day it is fometimes hot,and then againe cold, wee muſt 
looke for Autumnall diſeaſes: to bee ſhort,as touching 
the vniuerſall coplexions,the drie conſtitution is whol- 
ſomer then the wet and moiſt. Vhereforenot withour 
good reaſon Hippocrates vnderſtandeth, that the Phyfi- 
cian which practiſerh ſhould be learned, and diligentlie 
examine all theſe things, before hee attempt the reme- 
dics z notas Theſſalus (as yetby his miniſters liuing on 
the earth)vied to doe. I would to God they were all ex- 
tirped and rooted out, as darne]l out of pure corne, 
and that it wete not permitted vnto ſuch deceauers 
tro pratiſe mens deaths by their deceits , not hauin 
anic knowledge in Philoſophie, and natura!l rea(on, 
neither yet approbation of learning,or any skill, which 
ſeemeth a thing worthie greatpuniſhment. Wherefore 
I beſcech God, that this thing may once bee knowne by 
our good king, who by Gods helpe will ceafe fuch ent- 
dent abuſes,perſcuering inthe preeruation of learning, 
as hee doth in all other good , vertuous, and holie 
_ things. To the which cnd good friend, let vs pray 
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
